2. That we ſhall in l;ke manner, withour reſpe@ of 
perſons,endeavour the Extirpation of Popery, Prelacy 
( that is, Church-government by Arch- biſhops, 
Biſhops , their Chancellours and Commiſſaries, 
Deans, Deans and Chapters, Arch: deacons, and all 0- 
ther Eccleſiaſticall Officers depending on that Hierar- 
chy) Superſtition, Herefie,Schilm, Yrophaneſle, and 
v hatfoever ſhall be found to be contrary ro ſound Do-- 
Qrine, and the power.of Godlinefle , Leſt wepartake 
in other mens {1ns, and thereby be m danger to rece.ve 
of their plagues; And thatthe Lord may be one, and 
his Naine one in the three Kingdoms. 


3- We ſhall with the ſame fſincerity,realicy and con- 
ſtancie , in our ſeverall vocations, endeavour with our 
eſtates and lives mutually to preſerve the Rights and 
Privilecges of the Parliaments,3nd the Liberties ot the 
Kingdoms, And to preſerve and detend the Kings 
Majefties Perſon and Authority, in the preſervation 
and defence of the true Religion, and Liberties of the 
Kingdoms z Thatthe world may bear witneſſe with 
ourcontciences of our Loyaltie , and that we have no

_ dilcovery of all ſuch as have been,or ſhall be Incendia-

ople,or one of the Kingdomes from another,or ma- 

ing any faRion,or parties amongſt the people contra- 

ry tothis League and Covenant, That they may be 

brought to publick triall, and receive condigne puniſh- 

ment,as the degree of their offences ſhall require or de- 

ſerve, or the ſupream Judicatories of both ,Kingdomes 

reſpeQively, or others having power from them for 
that effect, ſhall judge convenient, 


5. And whereas the happineſſe of a bleſſed Peace 
between theſe Kingdomes, denyed in former times to 
our Progenitors,is by the good Providence of G O D 
granted unto us, and hath been lately concluded, and 
ſerled by both Parliaments, We ſhall each one of us, 
according to our place and intereſt, endeavour that 
they may remain conjoyned in a firme Peace and Uni- 
on co all Poſterity, And that Juſtice may be done upon 
the wilfull Oppoſers thereof, 'in manner expreſſed in 
the precedent Article. 


6. We ſhall alſo according to our places and callings 
in this Common caule of Religion, Liberty,and Peace 
of the Kingdomes, aſsiſt and defend all thoſe that en- 
ter into this League and Covenant, in the maintaining 
and purſuing thereof ; And ſhall not ſuffer our ſelves 
direRly or indireAly by whatſoever combination, per- 
fwaſion

ſwaſion or terrour, to be divided and withdrawn from 
this bleſſed Union and conjunction, whither ro make 
defection to the contrary part, or to give our ſelves ro 
adereſtable indifferency , or neutrality in this cauſe, 
which ſo much concerneth the Glory of G O D, the

all all the dayes of our lives zealouſly and conſtantly 
continue therein, againſt all oppontion, and promote 
the ſame according to our power, againſt all Lets and 
Impediments whatſoever ; And, what we are not able 
our ſelves to ſuppreſſe or overcome, we ſhall reveale 
and make known, that it may be timely prevented or 
removed : All which we ſhall do as in the fight of 
GOD. 


And, becauſe theſe Kingdomes are guilty of many 
ſins, and provocations againſt G O D, and his Son Je» 
ſus Chriſt, as is too manifeſt by our preſent diſtreſſes 
and dangers, the fruits thereaft, We profeſle and de- 
clare before G O D andthe world, our unfained deſire 
to be humbled for our own fins, and forthe (ins of 
theſe Kingdomes, eſpecially that we havenor, as we 
ought, valued the ineſteemable benefit of the Goſpel, 
that we have not laboured for the purity and power 
thereof, and that we have not endeavoured to receive 
Chriſt in our hearts, nor to walk worthy of him in our 
lives, which are the cauſes of other fins and tranſgreſfſi- 
ons ſo much abounding amongſt us, And our true and 
unfained purpoſe, defire, and endeavour for our ſelves, 
and all others under our power and charge, both in 
publick and in private, in all dutyes we owero G O D 
and man, to amend our lives,and each one to go before 
another in the example of a reall Reformation ; Thar
